Remarks 

In the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers dated May 22, 2007 ("the 
Notice"), the Office stated that "Figs. 4C and 17B have figure label cut off." 

The 28 sheets of formal drawings in the captioned application were filed on 
January 14, 2003, in full compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1.84. However, some of the 
drawings as captured on the USPTO's IFW system (viewed through the Patent 
Application Information Retrieval system, "PAIR") appear to be missing a portion of 
the text at the bottom margin as a result of an error in scanning or some other error 
associated with uploading the documents to the IFW. 

In the Notice, the Office pointed specifically to Figures 4C and 17B as having 
text cut off. However, a review of all of the drawings as they appear in the IFW on 
PAIR shows that a portion of the text at the bottom margin of Figures 16A and 16B 
was also cut off. Specifically, the beginning letter "B" was cut off of the word 
"Bladder" in Figure 16A and the beginning letter "B" was cut off the word "Breast" in 
Figures 16A and 16B. Applicants' undersigned representative spoke with Mr. L. 
Fletcher in the Office of Patent Publications on July 16, 2007. He confirmed that 
Replacement Sheets for Figures 16A and 16B could also be submitted with the Reply 
to the Notice. This Reply addresses informalities in the drawings that were created by 
USPTO error during entry onto the IFW system. Therefore it is properly within the 
Waiver of 37 C.F.R. §1.312 for Documents Required by the Office of Patent 
Publication, 1280 Off. Gaz. Patent Office 918 (March 23, 2004).
